11.2. If after enquiry it is found that an affiliated 
college under private management is not being properly 
administered the Syndicate may authorise the Vice- 
Chancellor to appoint a representative or representatives 
of the University on the Managing body of the College 
for such period os may be prescribed by the Syndicate. 

If a representative/s of the University appointed on 
the Managing Committee of an affiliated college is/ are 
not Invited to the meeting/s of the Managing Committee, 
the proceedings of the ntteting/s shall be regarded as 
invalid. T.A. and D.A. of the University representu- 
tive/s will be paid by the college concerned. 

2. The following have been added as Regulations 13.2, 

13.3, 13.4 and 13.5 to Chapter VHI(A) ‘‘Affiliated 
Colleges, Conditions of Affiliation” at page 165 of Calen- 
dar Volume I, 1973, and the present Regulation 13 will 
be re-numbered ag 13.1 : — 

13.2. If the Governing Body of a College proposes 
to discontinue the college, it shall seek the 
prior permission of the University. 

13.3. No College affiliated to the University shall 
discontinue instructions in any Faculty/ Course/ 
subject without the prior permission of the 
University.

(b) In the case of discontinuation of the College, 
it shall be incumbent upon the Governing 
Body of the Institution concerned to give a 
notice of o»e .year to its employees regarding 
termination of their services, which will take 
effect only if and when the permission is 
granted by the University and subject to the 
conditions, if any, imposed by it. 

13.5. The discontinuation in respect of each inte- 
grated course of study/subject for which it is 
affiliated shall be in stages, as under : — 

(i) Jp the first year, admissions to Part I 
classes will be discontinued and admissions 
to P«frt n/III win continue; 

(ii) In the 2nd year, admissions to Part II 
classes will 'discontinue and clas s for Part 
HI, if any, will continue; 

(iii) : In the 3rd year, there may be no admis- 
sions. 

Explanation ; The students concerned who have already 
taken up the course/ subject shall be 
allowed to complete the course/subject 
concerned. This will not, however, cover 
the failures in a class. 

3. The following Regulation 2.3 for Pre-University 
examination at page 40 of Calendar Volume II, 1973, 
has been added : — 

2,3 (a) A son/dcughter of a military personnel who 
has been placed under compartment ( one sub- 
ject) in Matriculation examination conducted by 
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the Central Hoard of Secondary Education, New 
Delhi, and whose parents have been posted at 
a station in Punjab or Haryana or are domicile 
of either of these States; or 

(b) a candidate who has been placed under com- 
partment ( one subject) in an examination of 
another Board/ University which is recognised 
as equivalent to the corresponding examination 
of the University, on transfer of his parents to 
the area within the jurisdiction of this Univer- 
sity. 

may be allowed to join the Pre-University class provi- 
sionally in a college affiliated to this University on the 
conditions that if he fails to clear the compartment 
subject of the parent University/Board in two consecu- 
tive chances, immediately following the examination in 
which he was placed in compartment, his provisional 
udmission to Pre-University class as also the result of 
the Pre-University examination shall be cancelled. 

Provided that if a student is granted provisional admis- 
sion to the Science Group of the Pre-University exami- 
nation, he shall be required to obtain at least 40% 
marks in tho aggregate. 

4. Regulation 2(A) for Pre-Medical examination at 
pages 45-47 of Calendar Volume II, 1973, shall read as 
under : — 

2. The Pre-Medical examination shall be open to 

a person who satisfies the requirements in (A) and 

(B), viz — 

(A) has passed not less than one academic year 
previously and with at least 40% marks in the 
aggregate of the Prc-University/Highcr Secon- 
dary examination in Science Group of this 
University or an examination of another 
University/ Board recognised by the Syndicate 
as equivalent thereto. 

In the (use of compartment candidates who are eligi- 
ble to join the Pre-Medical course, the period of one aca- 
demic year shall be counted from the examination in 
which he/she is first placed under compartment. 

A candidate who is placed under compartment in an 
examination of another University/ Board which is re- 
cognised as equivalent t Q the Pre-Medical class will not 
be eligible to join even provisionally except in tho 
following cases : 

(i) a candidate who has been placed under com- 
partment ( one subject ) of another University 
in the areas previously served by the Panjab 
University; or 

(ii) a candidate who has been placed under com- 
partment ( one subject) in an examination of 
another Board/ University which is recognised 
as equivalent to the corresponding examination 
of this University, on transfer' of his parents 
to the areas within the jurisdiction of this Uni- 
versity; or 

(iii) a son/daughter of a military personnel who has 
been placed under compartment ( one subject) 
in Higher Secondary (Final) examination con-

(iv) a candidate of the Central School situated with- 
in the jurisdiction of this University, who has 
been placed under compartment (one subject)

Medical class as also his result of the Prc-Medical exami- 
nation shall be cancelled. 

5. Regulation 2(A) for Pre-Engineering examination 
at pages 50-52 of Calendar Volume II, 1973, shall read 

as under : — 

2. The Pre-Engineering examination shall be open 

to a person who satisfies the requirements in (A) 

and (B), viz .' — 

(A) has passed not less than one academic year 
previously and with at least 40% marks in the 
aggregate of the Pre-University/Higher Secon- 
dary examination in Science Group of this 
University or an examination of another Uni- 
versity/Boaird recognised by the Syndicate as 
equivalent thereto. 

In the case of compartment candidates who are eligi- 
ble to join the Pre-Enginering course, the period of 
one academic year shall be counted from the examination 
in which hc/she is first placed under compartment. 

A candidate who is placed under compartment in an 
examination of another University/Board which is recog- 
nised us equivalent to the Pre-Engineering class will not 
be eligible to join even provisionally except in the 
following cases : 

(i) A candidate who has been placed under com- 
partment (one subject) of another University 
in the areas previously served by the Panjab 
University; or 

(ii) a candidate who has been placed under com- 
partment ( one subject) in an examination of 
another Board/ University which is recognised 
as equivalent to the corresponding examination 
of this University on transfer of his parents to

(iii) a son/daughter of a military personnel who 
has been placed under compartment ( one 
subject) in Higher Secondary (Find) examina-

examination shall be cancelled 

Provided that if a student is granted provisional admis- 
sion to the B Sc Course, he shall be required to obtain 
at least 40% marks in the aggregate.

page 338 of Calendar Volume II, 1973, shall read as

6 1 Tlie minimum number of marks required to

( 1 ) Written and oral and clas s work marks (com- 
bined) 

(u) Clinical and/or Practical and class work marks. 

NOTE : The class work marks shall be divided into
